SUPPORT  PRICES  SET  AT  75%  OF  PARITY 

On  March  14,  1963,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  A griculture  announced  national  average  sup- 
port prices  of  $3.  14  per  hundredweight  for 
manufacturing  milk  and  58. 1 cents  per  pound 
of  butterfat  for  the  1963-64  marketing  year. 
These  prices  reflect  75  percent  of  the  parity 
prices  for  the  two  commodities. 

These  support  prices  are  slightly  higher  than 
support  prices  for  the  1962-63  market  year  of 
$3, 11  per  hundredweight  for  manufacturing  mi  Ik 
and  57. 1 cents  per  pound  of  butterfat  which  also 
reflected  75  percent  of  parity  when  announced 
because  of  higher  parity  prices  this  year  than 
last.

APPEALS  COURT  UPHOLDS 
BALTIMORE  MILK  ORDER 

The  U.S.  court  of  appeals  at  Richmond  re- 
versed, on  March  11,  a lower  court  order  which 
had  held  the  Baltimore  federal  marketing  order 
invalid  because  of  defects  in  promulgation 
proceedings. 

The  case  arose  over  the  inclusion  of  area 
which  resulted  in  regulation  of  several  rural 
plants  with  high  Class  I utilization.  These  plants 
attacked  the  order,  and  the  trial  court  held  it 
invalid.  The  grounds  were  that  (1)  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  had  not  ascertained  local 
parity  prices  in  the  hearing;  (2)  all  producers 
shipping  to  the  market  were  not  permitted  to 
vote;  and(3)the  rural  dairies  were  discriminated 
against  by  their  inclusion.  The  court  of  appeals

latest  parity  price  of  77.  4 cents  per  pound  of 
butterfat  and  of  the  parity  equivalent  prices  of 
$4.  19  per  hundredweight  for  manufacturing  milk 
published  Feb.  28,  1963.  If  these  parity  prices 
as  of  April  1,  the  beginning  of  the  1963-64 
marketing  year,  are  higher,  the  support  prices 
will  be  increased. 


The  new  support  price  of  $3.  14  per  hundred- 
weight for  manufacturing  milk  is  for  milk  of 
national  yearly  butterfat  test,  which  last  year 
approximated  3. 77  percent  for  manufacturing 
grade  milk.  (A  corresponding  price  for  manu- 
facturing milk  of  3. 5 percent  butterfat  test 
would  be  $2.  92  per  hundredweight.  Many  plants 
pay  on  the  basis  of  3.  5 butterfat  test  for  milk.)

need  ascertain  only  national  parity  prices;  that 
these  are  then  adjusted  to  local  economic  con- 
ditions; and  that  a final  price  is  determined 
which  will  assure  adequate  supplies  of  milk  and 
be  in  the  public  interest. 

Provisions  which  permitted  only  producers 
whose  milk  would  be  priced  by  the  order  to 
vote  in  the  producer  referendum  were  held  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  the  statute  — even 
though  other  producers  had  delivered  some  milk 
during  the  representative  period.  As  to  terri- 
tory, the  court  noted  that  milk  processed  in 
Baltimore  was  sold  in  the  rural  area.  The  rural 
area  was  therefore  subject  to  regulation.
